B earing the superb title "A Life in Parts,” Bryan Cranston's new 

autobiography is “genial, occasionally funny and largely devoid of gossip,” 
according to one review, and that’s how Cranston is in conversation, too. 


Ask the “Breaking Bad” star about baseball, 
for instance, at a time when his beloved Los 
Angeles Dodgers are still in the playoff pic- 
ture, during an interview in which he’s sup- 
posed to be pitching his book, and he’U hap- 
pily digress to bring up the Cubs. 

“I think certainly what’s happening around 
the country is that, when your team is dis- 
qualified from the playoffs, you immediately 
become a Cubs fan,” Cranston, 6o, said by 
telephone last week, hours before the Cubs 
would eliminate the San Francisco Giants in 
the division series. 

“That’s what happening. Everyone’s go- 
ing, ‘C’mon, Cubbies.’ I have a problem with 
that— just a slight problem. My Dodgers are 


still in this, and if the Dodgers play the Cubs 
and win, they will be a hated team. Hated.” 

But, he said, “certainly if my Dodgers don’t 
get in this year, Em going to put on that little 
C hat and root for the Cubbies.” 

That’s a wise stance to take ahead of a 
Chicago appearance. Cranston will be inter- 
viewed about his book and life on stage at the 
Vic Theatre next Sunday in one of the final 
events of the 2016 Chicago Ideas Week. 

The festival gets underway Monday, pre- 
senting more than 150 events at three primary 
venues and many business locations around 
town. Although there is a significant focus 
on enterprise and technologj^ the festival also 
draws heavily on the arts and entertainment 


world. 

Brad Keywell, founder and chairman of 
Ideas Week, is handling the Cranston inter- 
view himself Although the $35 ticket (avail- 
able through chicagoideas.com) is one of the 
pricier ones in the festival, it does include a 
signed copy of Cranston’s book. 

The book tells of Cranston and his sib- 
lings being abandoned by their actor father 
when Cranston was ii, yet him setting aside a 
planned career as a cop in order to himself try 
his hand at acting. He’s ended up doing pretty 
well at it, but that kind of major success did 
not come quickly or easily and that was OK 
with him. 

“When I resolved to be an actor at the age 
of 22 , 1 said, ‘What I want is to be able to make 
my living as an actor. That’s my goal,’ ” Cran- 
ston said. “I didn’t think of stardom or celeb- 
rity or wealth. That was not even entering my 
mind. And I achieved that when I was 25 years 
old, and that’s all I did from that point on was 


act for a living. So if I could continue to make 
a living regardless of how much, I would have 
been great, I would have been fine, because I 
was a lucky person to be able to say that’s what 
I do for a living.” 

But a memorable recurring role on “Sein- 
feld” came along— as dentist Tim Whatley— 
and then he was cast as the goofy dad in the 
fine sitcom “Malcolm in the Middle.” “You 
know, finally a series that went, that actually 
had legs,” Cranston said. And things changed, 
although it took the actor a while to admit it. 

“For the longest time, I pushed back,” he 
said. “I would be introduced as a television 
star, and I would always wave it off and go, 
‘Oh, no, no, I’m just an actor, just an actor.’ I 
was spending a lot of time and energy trying 
to deny what other people wanted to refer to 
me by I realized I was just getting in my own 
way I am an actor, and if someone wants to 
call me star, oh, that’s fine. I just nod and say 
thank you.” 
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I think certainly what’s 
happening around the 
country is that, when 
your team is disquali- 
fied from the playoffs, 
you immediately 
become a Cubs fan.”

Along with his new fame— which, of 
course, has been cemented and magnified 
by his work as Walter White on “Breaking 
Bad”— has come opportunities, including the 
one to write a book. 

“Certainly the maelstrom of success that 
‘Breaking Bad’ became was an opportunity for 
me to expand into other areas, producing and 
acting on stage (winning a 2014 Tony as Lyn- 
don Johnson in ‘AU the Way”) and also then 
to possibly write a book. I was challenged 
by that and determined that it’s just another 
form of storytelling, one that I wasn’t used to, 
but I wanted to see what the difference was.” 

He was determined to write it himself, he 
said, although he wanted an editor to help 
him shape the material. “These are stories of 
my life that I’ve been telling for quite a while, 
either in complete form or as an anecdote or 
complementing someone else’s story— com- 
paring childhoods and life experience and act- 
ing experience. So it wasn’t really very daunt- 
ing to me to then sit down at the computer 
screen and then write these short stories one 
at a time and out of context. I wasn’t worrying 
about the chronology of it,” Cranston said. 

Reviewing it in The Washington Post, Kev- 
in Canfield called it “a book about ambition 
and persistence.” 

And although Cranston said he wrote the 
book partly to experience telling stories from 
behind the curtain, he’s now in that phase of 
having a book published where it becomes 
performance again, as in the Chicago event. 

“Entertainment is not dissimilar from any 
other product where if you go to the trouble 
of making it, you need to back it up and sup- 
port it and market it,” Cranston said. “’Here 
is my life. Here are the twists and turns that 
it took. And I hope you find it entertaining, 
perhaps illuminating if you’re interested in my 
career. Or you might be a young actor who’s 
starting out, and I dispense my acting theo- 
ries and philosophies.’ If it can take a hurdle 
away from the next generation of actor. I’m 
pleased.” 


A portal in Daley Plaza can take you to other cities

Ideas aren’t just contained to Chicago at this 
year’s Chicago Ideas ^)(hek festival: A new feature 
will allow locals to connect with people around 
the globe. 

From Daley Plaza, Chicagoans wiU be able to 
chat and share performances with people in other 
parts of the world, via a tricked-out shipping con- 
tainer. 

It’s called Portals, a global art installation that’s 
placed identical gold containers, outfitted with 
live-streaming technology in cities around the 
world. 

The goal is to make it feel like participants 
across the world are in the same room. The part- 
ner portals are in Kigali, Rwanda; Erbil, Iraq; Her- 
at, Afghanistan; "Yangon, Myanmar; El Progreso, 
Honduras; Gaza City; Mexico City; New York 
City; and Milwaukee. 

“This is an amazing way to have one-on-one in- 
teraction with a complete stranger, share interests 
and things about yourselves and see if you have 
common ground so that maybe we can make some 
change in the world,” said Sona Jones, director of 
marketing and media at Chicago Ideas Week. 

Visitors can also watch curated portal experi- 
ences focusing on particular interests or activities. 
For example, a high school world history class will 
connect with teenagers in Gaza City on Monday; 
on Wednesday Chicago-based hip-hop artist Ric 
Wilson will perform for a crowd in Mexico City 
before artists there perform; and musicians Ed- 
die Taylor Jr. and Harmonica Hinds will perform 


a blues concert for an audience in Kigali, Rwanda, 
on Saturday 

“It’s almost like a cultural exchange program,” 
Jones said. 

Whatever’s happening inside the shipping con- 
tainers wiU be broadcast live on a screen outside 
the portal for those just wanting to take a look. 

Washington, D.C.-based Shared Studios cre- 
ated the installation, which is sponsored by 
Comcast-NBCUniversal. Shared Studios also 


has an ongoing Portals installation at the Harold 
Washington Library Center, but focused on shar- 
ing views of criminal justice with participants in 
Milwaukee. 

Ideas Week’s Portals program runs Monday 
through Sunday Fifteen-minute slots in the con- 
tainer are sold out, but there will be a walk-up 
line if additional space is available. Attendees can 
bring up to two people along.

B earing the superb title "A Life in Parts,” Bryan Cranston's new 

autobiography is “genial, occasionally funny and largely devoid of gossip,” 
according to one review, and that’s how Cranston is in conversation, too. 


Ask the “Breaking Bad” star about baseball, 
for instance, at a time when his beloved Los 
Angeles Dodgers are still in the playoff pic- 
ture, during an interview in which he’s sup- 
posed to be pitching his book, and he’U hap- 
pily digress to bring up the Cubs. 

“I think certainly what’s happening around 
the country is that, when your team is dis- 
qualified from the playoffs, you immediately 
become a Cubs fan,” Cranston, 6o, said by 
telephone last week, hours before the Cubs 
would eliminate the San Francisco Giants in 
the division series. 

“That’s what happening. Everyone’s go- 
ing, ‘C’mon, Cubbies.’ I have a problem with 
that— just a slight problem. My Dodgers are 


still in this, and if the Dodgers play the Cubs 
and win, they will be a hated team. Hated.” 

But, he said, “certainly if my Dodgers don’t 
get in this year, Em going to put on that little 
C hat and root for the Cubbies.” 

That’s a wise stance to take ahead of a 
Chicago appearance. Cranston will be inter- 
viewed about his book and life on stage at the 
Vic Theatre next Sunday in one of the final 
events of the 2016 Chicago Ideas Week. 

The festival gets underway Monday, pre- 
senting more than 150 events at three primary 
venues and many business locations around 
town. Although there is a significant focus 
on enterprise and technologj^ the festival also 
draws heavily on the arts and entertainment 


world. 

Brad Keywell, founder and chairman of 
Ideas Week, is handling the Cranston inter- 
view himself Although the $35 ticket (avail- 
able through chicagoideas.com) is one of the 
pricier ones in the festival, it does include a 
signed copy of Cranston’s book. 

The book tells of Cranston and his sib- 
lings being abandoned by their actor father 
when Cranston was ii, yet him setting aside a 
planned career as a cop in order to himself try 
his hand at acting. He’s ended up doing pretty 
well at it, but that kind of major success did 
not come quickly or easily and that was OK 
with him. 

“When I resolved to be an actor at the age 
of 22 , 1 said, ‘What I want is to be able to make 
my living as an actor. That’s my goal,’ ” Cran- 
ston said. “I didn’t think of stardom or celeb- 
rity or wealth. That was not even entering my 
mind. And I achieved that when I was 25 years 
old, and that’s all I did from that point on was 


act for a living. So if I could continue to make 
a living regardless of how much, I would have 
been great, I would have been fine, because I 
was a lucky person to be able to say that’s what 
I do for a living.” 

But a memorable recurring role on “Sein- 
feld” came along— as dentist Tim Whatley— 
and then he was cast as the goofy dad in the 
fine sitcom “Malcolm in the Middle.” “You 
know, finally a series that went, that actually 
had legs,” Cranston said. And things changed, 
although it took the actor a while to admit it. 

“For the longest time, I pushed back,” he 
said. “I would be introduced as a television 
star, and I would always wave it off and go, 
‘Oh, no, no, I’m just an actor, just an actor.’ I 
was spending a lot of time and energy trying 
to deny what other people wanted to refer to 
me by I realized I was just getting in my own 
way I am an actor, and if someone wants to 
call me star, oh, that’s fine. I just nod and say 
thank you.”

Along with his new fame— which, of 
course, has been cemented and magnified 
by his work as Walter White on “Breaking 
Bad”— has come opportunities, including the 
one to write a book. 

“Certainly the maelstrom of success that 
‘Breaking Bad’ became was an opportunity for 
me to expand into other areas, producing and 
acting on stage (winning a 2014 Tony as Lyn- 
don Johnson in ‘AU the Way”) and also then 
to possibly write a book. I was challenged 
by that and determined that it’s just another 
form of storytelling, one that I wasn’t used to, 
but I wanted to see what the difference was.” 

He was determined to write it himself, he 
said, although he wanted an editor to help 
him shape the material. “These are stories of 
my life that I’ve been telling for quite a while, 
either in complete form or as an anecdote or 
complementing someone else’s story— com- 
paring childhoods and life experience and act- 
ing experience. So it wasn’t really very daunt- 
ing to me to then sit down at the computer 
screen and then write these short stories one 
at a time and out of context. I wasn’t worrying 
about the chronology of it,” Cranston said. 

Reviewing it in The Washington Post, Kev- 
in Canfield called it “a book about ambition 
and persistence.” 

And although Cranston said he wrote the 
book partly to experience telling stories from 
behind the curtain, he’s now in that phase of 
having a book published where it becomes 
performance again, as in the Chicago event. 

“Entertainment is not dissimilar from any 
other product where if you go to the trouble 
of making it, you need to back it up and sup- 
port it and market it,” Cranston said. “’Here 
is my life. Here are the twists and turns that 
it took. And I hope you find it entertaining, 
perhaps illuminating if you’re interested in my 
career. Or you might be a young actor who’s 
starting out, and I dispense my acting theo- 
ries and philosophies.’ If it can take a hurdle 
away from the next generation of actor. I’m 
pleased.” 


A portal in Daley Plaza can take you to other cities

Ideas aren’t just contained to Chicago at this 
year’s Chicago Ideas ^)(hek festival: A new feature 
will allow locals to connect with people around 
the globe. 

From Daley Plaza, Chicagoans wiU be able to 
chat and share performances with people in other 
parts of the world, via a tricked-out shipping con- 
tainer. 

It’s called Portals, a global art installation that’s 
placed identical gold containers, outfitted with 
live-streaming technology in cities around the 
world. 

The goal is to make it feel like participants 
across the world are in the same room. The part- 
ner portals are in Kigali, Rwanda; Erbil, Iraq; Her- 
at, Afghanistan; "Yangon, Myanmar; El Progreso, 
Honduras; Gaza City; Mexico City; New York 
City; and Milwaukee. 

“This is an amazing way to have one-on-one in- 
teraction with a complete stranger, share interests 
and things about yourselves and see if you have 
common ground so that maybe we can make some 
change in the world,” said Sona Jones, director of 
marketing and media at Chicago Ideas Week. 

Visitors can also watch curated portal experi- 
ences focusing on particular interests or activities. 
For example, a high school world history class will 
connect with teenagers in Gaza City on Monday; 
on Wednesday Chicago-based hip-hop artist Ric 
Wilson will perform for a crowd in Mexico City 
before artists there perform; and musicians Ed- 
die Taylor Jr. and Harmonica Hinds will perform 


a blues concert for an audience in Kigali, Rwanda, 
on Saturday 

“It’s almost like a cultural exchange program,” 
Jones said. 

Whatever’s happening inside the shipping con- 
tainers wiU be broadcast live on a screen outside 
the portal for those just wanting to take a look. 

Washington, D.C.-based Shared Studios cre- 
ated the installation, which is sponsored by 
Comcast-NBCUniversal. Shared Studios also 


has an ongoing Portals installation at the Harold 
Washington Library Center, but focused on shar- 
ing views of criminal justice with participants in 
Milwaukee. 

Ideas Week’s Portals program runs Monday 
through Sunday Fifteen-minute slots in the con- 
tainer are sold out, but there will be a walk-up 
line if additional space is available. Attendees can 
bring up to two people along.

M ark Duplass woke up in the 
middle of the night, tears 
streaming down his face. He 
felt nostalgic, though he didn’t know what 
for. He thought about his lost loves and 
wondered what had become of them. He was 
about to turn 40: Had his life turned out the 
way he imagined? 

“I lead the complex life of a 3 9 -year-old husband, 
dad, runner of businesses,” he said. “But once, I was 
just a 15-year-old who would stay up all night craft- 
ing a journal entry about my feelings. I was melodra- 
matic and romantic, and I didn’t edit myself But I 
suddenly woke up feeling like that person had died, 
and I didn’t know how to get that person back.” 

The morning after his existential crisis, he wrote 
an email to Sarah Paulson. 

“Hey” the message said. “I have an idea. Are you 
up for doing anything?” 

Six weeks later, the actors started filming “Blue 
Jay” a quiet romance about former high school lov- 
ers who reunite unexpectedly 24 years after their 
breakup. The film, which opened in Los Angeles on 
Friday and also is available on digital platforms, was 
shot in black and white in just seven days in February 
Duplass had never worked with Paulson, but he 
knew her well. The actress’ best friend, Amanda 
Peet, starred alongside Duplass on HBO’s “Togeth- 
erness,” which he co-created, directed and helped 
write. And when they’d all hang out at parties, he 
was always surprised by how different Paulson 
seemed from the women he’d seen her play on the 
FX series ‘American Horror Story” Off-screen, she 
was goofy and giggly and made fart jokes. He could 
imagine her in his movie — even though he didn’t re- 
ally know what his movie was going to be. 

Before shooting began in Crestline, Calif, there 
was no screenplay— just a two-page outline that in- 
cluded a few basic beats. Two exes run into each oth- 
er in a grocery store. They grab a cup of coffee. They 
go back to his house. She starts rummaging through 
his things— old journals and tapes, the refrigera- 
tor— and the pair start falling into old patterns. 

To flesh out the story, Duplass and Paulson 
spent time together talking about their romantic 
lives. Duplass has been with his wife, actress Katie 
Aselton, for 15 years and describes himself as a se- 
rial monogamist. He already had been in two seri- 
ous relationships by the time he turned 18. Paulson, 
meanwhile, has been dating actress Holland Taylor 
for about a year; she is 41, and Taylor is 73. 

“I felt like I was in a weirdly stable place,” Paulson 
recalled. “But if Fm totally honest, external pres- 
sures regarding my age difference {with Taylor] was 
something I was thinking about. So I talked to Mark 
about what it means to be with someone who’s not 
of your generation, and that ended up in the film in 
the spirit of ‘Where are you living right now?’ Mark 
isn’t afraid of big feelings, which I think is a really 
sexy quality in a person. I think it’s appealing for a 
person to be like, ‘This is where I am, and I want to

try to make a piece of art out of it, if I can.’ ” 

The actors had met to reflect on the film at 
the House of Pies at 9 p.m. on a recent Sunday 
It was the only time they were overlapping in 
L.A.: Duplass had just gotten off a flight from 
Vancouver, where he was visiting Aselton on 
a set; Paulson was about to take off for New 
York in a couple of hours. 

“Um, cheat day?” Paulson asked, eyeing the 
diner’s menu. 

“Cheat day!” Du- 
plass agreed, get- 
ting giddy “I don’t 
know what to blow 
it on. OK, I’m get- 
ting French fries and 
strawberry cream 
pie.” 

Paulson ordered 
her own fries plus 
a grilled cheese on 
sourdough. Less than 
a month ago, she’d 
won her first Emmy 
for her performance 
as prosecutor Marcia 
Clark in “The Peo- 
ple V O.J. Simpson: 

American Crime Sto- 
ry” It was clear that 
a few people in the 
diner recognized her, 
and one timid teenage girl approached the 
booth midmeal to say, “I really respect you as 
an actress, and you’re really amazing.” 

Most of Paulson’s fans know her from tele- 
vision. She’s had small roles in acclaimed indie 
films over the past few years, like the lesbian 
drama “Carol” and the period piece “12 Years 
a Slave.” And she likes it that way She doesn’t 
feel a particular pull to either medium— only 
to keep working. 

“I get that real panicky feeling if I’m not 
working,” she said. “I don’t have children. I’m 
not married. So I don’t have other things that 
are pulling on me that are great sources of joy 
and life energy When I’m an actress out of 
work. I’m like, ‘I guess I’ll go have lunch with 
Amanda {Peet}’ or read a book and sleep on 
the couch. Because who can read in the mid- 


dle of the afternoon without falling asleep?” 

She was drawn to Duplass’ pitch— however 
vague —because it seemed terrifying. Working 
with ‘AHS” creator Ryan Murphy she always 
has a script to rely on, and she sticks to it. But 
Duplass— who often produces and directs 
indie films with his brother, “Transparent” 
actor Jay Duplass— is known for his loose, 
collaborative style. On “Blue Jay” he came 
up with dialogue on 
the fly handing Paul- 
son her lines only a 
few minutes before 
she was supposed to 
deliver them. And 
those words were just 
supposed to be a blue- 
print anyway— what 
Duplass really wanted 
was for her to impro- 
vise in the moment. 

The experiment— 
the first in a four-pic- 
ture Netflix arrange- 
ment for Duplass and 
his brother— seemed 
to pay off at the To- 
ronto International 
Film Festival, where 
“Blue Jay” debuted 
last month to strong 
reviews. 

“Though the film largely trains on the sim- 
ple, dialogue-fueled interaction of two peo- 
ple,” wrote Entertainment Weekly “it feels 
more spectacular than theatrical, showcasing 
the acting prowess of two master performers 
feeding on mutual chemistry and performa- 
tive bravado.” 

“I just wanted us to get at a feeling— that 
nostalgia,” said Duplass, mixing ketchup and 
hot-pepper sauce to dip his fries in. “I’m actu- 
ally a very melancholy person. Look, I’m pep- 
py in social situations, and I learned how to do 
that because I guess it’s, like, how you win in 
the world. But left to my own devices, I defi- 
nitely am— I don’t live right now in October 
2016. I’m looking around this room, and I’m 
living in 1993 in that guy’s haircut. I feel it all.” 

“There’s something that happens as you 


get older,” Paulson chimed in. “Like when 
you see a reaUy young kid just bawling, tongue 
curling, and they don’t care who is watching. 
We all began in that way As you get older and 
realize you have to be out in the world, the 
appropriateness of feeling starts to become a 
consideration.” 

Paulson occasionally revels in that kind of 
sadness, usually while listening to “Dear The- 
odosia” from the “Hamilton” soundtrack in 
her car. But she doesn’t quite live in it the way 
Duplass does. 


“Well, I can’t stop it, so it’s not a choice for 
me,” he said, joking about how often he cries. 
“It’s how I live and it’s a part of who I am, and 
because it is here to stay for me, it’s a way of 
making me feel the purity that I have lost in 
lots of ways. It sounds tragic when I say it like 
that. ... But nostalgia is away to remember the 
person who spent all night crafting a journal 
entry about his feelings. I know I can’t be that 
guy anymore, but I don’t want to forget about 
him because he’s a part of me and I don’t want 
him to go away”
